The exhibits will 
illustrate and describe the 
country-wide network of ware- 
housing, financing and distribut- 
ing facilities maintained by M. E. 
A. wholesalers, whose operations 
have been an important factor in 
making possible the prompt, low- 
cost service of present day dealers 
and maintenance stations. 

When an automotive retailer needs 
a spotlight outfit, for instance, to 
satisfy the ownership pride of a new 
car buyer, or a set of valves for a 
3-year-old Superior Six, or a power 
tool to speed up his shop work, or 
an assortment of cotter pins, he is 
likely to turn to an M. E. A. whole- 
saler, because this jobber, 
monly called, has a record of service 
based on many years in business, 
carries extensive stocks of 
merchandise, gives his customers 
time to pay their bills and makes 
quick deliveries from a store in the 
dealer's neighborhood. These stores 
are located in virtually every auto- 


motive trading area of the United | 


States and Canada—316 M. E. A. 
wholesalers have 502 main and 
branch houses in 244 cities.

ing areas. Enlarged protographs will

conclusison that it will probably 
be needed and has stocked it and 
listed it in his catalogue along with 
500 or 600 other items necessary 
in the dealer's job of serving the 
motoring public. The jobber’s cat- 
alogue, a commonplace in every re- 
tail establishment, is the product 
| in most cases of years of laborious 
and costly experiment and experi- 
ence on the part of the wholesaler. 

The jobber has only begun his 
; service when he determines the 
| probable wants of his customers and 
undertakes the investment necessary 
to prepare to meet them. Next he 
assembles the merchandise, effect- 
ing substantial economies for the 
retail trade by bulk purchasing at 
wholesale prices and by bulk trans- 
portation at low rates. 

When the merchandise reaches 
the wholesaler’s place of business. he 
takes another preparatory step to 
serve his trade by systematic ware- 
| housing and inventorying to assure 
prompt shipping and to prevent the 
house from running out of essen- 
tial items. 

Keeping his shelves and bins 
filled is a never ending task for 
the wholesaler, but it is only a 
preparation for the most import- 
ant part of his work in the service 
of the retail trade. It is necessary 
that the dealer be told about the 
products which the jobber has as- 
sembled for him to use and to 
sell, and that everything possible 
be done to make it easy for the 
busy retailer to buy the things he 
needs. To do this, wholesalers 
advertise their products and their 
services and send out salesmen to 
take the retailer’s orders for the 
ordinary run of necessities and 
show him the profit possibilities 
in new lines of merchandise and 
service equipment. 

It is convenient for the retailer 
to have a jobber salesman check 
his needs for the commoner parts, 
accessories and supplies and to or- 
der these things sent out from the

Full-line automotive wholesalers 
who constitute most of the jobber 
membership of the M. E. A., serve 
the retail trade with four principal 
divisions of merchandise—accessor- 
ies. service parts, shop equipment, 
including small tolls, and supplies 

Accessory merchandising oppor- 
tunities have shrunk since car 
manufacturers have gone _ into 
more thorcugh equipment of their 
models, but the field is still open 
for dealer sales of many items, 
such as spotlights, step plates, 
radiator shutters, heaters, cigar 
lighters, tire covers and other es- 
sentials or conveniences, while wear 
and tear necessitates some replace- 
ments of accessories that are in- 
cluded in original equipment. 
Wholesalers stock these produc’ 
and meet dealers’ needs for im- 
mediate delivery. 

The service parts facilities of the 
majority of M. E. A. wholesaler: 
have been rapidly expanded in the 
past year or two. They have been 
built up with realization of the fact 
that the average dealer, because of 
used car trading, is a dealer in five 
to ten makes of cars, and that this 
condition, together with general re- 
pair service for the neighborhood fn 
many cases, puts the retailer con- 
stantly in need of various repair 
parts for care of numerous makes 
and ages. The needs of repairmen 
who do not sell cars have also been 
|considered. The result, in most job- 
bing establishments, has been the 
creation of service parts stocks rep- 
resenting $25,000 to $50,000 of con- 
|Stant investment, with parts-wise 
counter salesmen quickly handling 
personal or telephone calls of the 
vicinity trade and with shipping 
departments organized to make vir- 
tually immediate deliveries to more 
| distant customers. Relying on this 
|service, dealers and repairmen vo) 
| undertake almost any kind of 1 
| placement job and they can operate 
practically free of inventory invest-

Crank Case Oils 
Waste Disposal

sanitary department of the District 
of Columbia government has just 
completed an investigation of the 
disposal of waste automobile 
crank case oils so as to avoid 
contamination of public sewers. 

A report, prepared by J. B. Gor- 
don, sanitary engineer, contains re- 
plies to a questionnaire sent to 
many cities throughout the country 
The report gives briefly the results 
of an investigation by the U. S 
Bureau of Standards. which it 
was shown that by use of a 
special re-refining process oils suit- 
able for use in automobile engines 
can be recovered from waste crank 
case oil.

EW YORK, Dec. 31.— 
Automotive stocks listed 
on the New York Exchange 
and Curb Market closed the 


year with a flourish. 

Two of the four groups ended 1928 
with price averages proudly perch- 
ing on their topmost rung for the 
entire year. These were the passen- 
ger car and tire and rubber divi- 
sions. The accessory and truck 
wtoups at the year’s end stood only 
a point below tops for the year. 
both of which were attained in the 
week ended December 1. 


The Year 


The year just ended was the most 
remarkable in history in the appre- 
ciation of values of automotive se- 
curities. The march forward was 
steady. Reactions set in four times 
in the year, but each time the stocks 
soon recovered their losses and 
swept into new high ground. The 
average increase in price for the 
entire list of automotive stocks on 
the New York Exchange and Curb 
Market approximated 50 1-3 per 
cent. over the period of the year.
